The reply, it is stated, will say that 


Spain is unable to fix exactly the date 
when the war will be over, but the 
Ministers are persuaded it will not be 
Jong, because "the situation of the reb- 
els is critical." Owing to the rebel sit- 
uation and the concession of autonomy, 
administrative and economic, which 
•will be effected before January, the 
Government hopes actual hostilities will 
finish shortly.
